A FORMER teacher has 
been charged over alleged 
sexual offences against chil¬ 
dren. 

Colin Bell, 44, of Rebels 
Lane, Great Wakering, has 
been charged with eight 
alleged crimes. 

Bell was a teacher at 
Westcliff High School for 
Girls but left in August 2015 
after being arrested. 

He has been charged with 
four counts of sexually 
touching a girl under the age 
of 18. 

He faces two further counts 
of making indecent images of 
children. 

Additionally, he is charged 
with one count of possessing 
prohibited images of chil¬ 
dren, which Essex Police said 
related to “non-photographic 
images”, and one count of 
possessing extreme porno¬ 
graphic images. 

Bell was released on condi¬ 
tional bail after being 
charged. 

He is due to appear at 
Southend Magistrates’ Court 
on July 29.

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Police station reopens 
after extensive revamp

REFURBISHED Southend police sta¬ 
tion has reopened. 

The building in Victoria Avenue had 
been closed for almost a year for an 
extensive makeover. 

Essex Police Chief Constable 
Stephen Kavanagh performed the 
reopening ceremony last Friday along¬ 
side Southend District Commander 
Chief Inspector Simon Anslow. 

A blessing of the building was car¬ 
ried out by Southend police chaplain 
Rev Edd Stock. 

Essex Police and Crime 
Commissioner Roger Hirst and repre¬ 
sentatives from close partner organisa¬ 
tions in Southend were also present. 

Work inside has seen old offices gut¬ 
ted and replaced with a more modern 
open plan layout. 

When the revamp was announced 
Mr Anslow said: “Maintaining a visi¬ 
ble presence across the Southend bor¬ 
ough and having somewhere members

Cash available for firms hit by last year’s floods 


SOUTHEND firms hit by floods last 
May could get up to £3,000 cash help 
from a government scheme. 

The business support flood scheme 
has been extended for those who have 
sustained hardship and significant 
loss of trade as a direct or indirect 
result of the May 31 floods. 

Businesses suffering an indirect 
impact are those which had no, or 
highly limited, access to premises, 
equipment and/or stock due to flood¬ 
ing, as well as restricted access to cus¬ 


tomers and suppliers, which caused a 
significant loss of trade. 

The money is available for: 

■ Small and medium-sized busi¬ 
nesses to develop and implement 
business recovery planning, immedi¬ 
ate clean-up costs, materials, excep¬ 
tional businesses costs (such as hire of 
drying equipment), and temporary 
accommodation for businesses to 
continue trading. 

■ Business continuity planning and 
marketing costs. 


■ Non-recoverable insurance 
excesses for repair or replacement of 
buildings, equipment and stock, 
removal of debris, additional business 
accommodation or extra staff costs, 
structural surveys, security measures, 
additional marketing, exceptional 
costs to improve access to/for suppli¬ 
ers and customers. 

It will not be used for rewarding 
poor business practice, such as a busi¬ 
ness with no insurance, or for routine 
business expenses, or for costs that 


are recoverable elsewhere. 

The money is only for the impact of 
flooding from the recent adverse 
weather conditions. It is not to help 
with the aftermath of failures of water 
mains or internal water systems or the 
failure of a sewage system (unless this 
failure was itself caused by the 
adverse weather).

CEREMONIES to honour 
members of the armed forces, 
past and present, got underway 
with the raising of a special 
flag in Southend on Monday. 

Borough mayor Judith 
McMahon performed the hon¬ 
ours, outside the civic centre. 
Guests included Southend MP 
David Amess and local armed 
forces veterans. 


The commemorations will 
continue with the annual 
Armed Forces parade, which 
will march along the High 
Street on Saturday, June 25. 

Cadets, serving members of 
the armed forces and veterans 
will set off from Southend 
Central railway bridge at 
10.30am and halt outside the 
Victoria Shopping Centre for 


an open air service, which will 
be accompanied by a choir 
and band. 

Veteran and cadet associa¬ 
tions will have stalls on the 
High Street alongside the reg¬ 
ular farmers’ market. 

There will be a display of 
military vehicles at City 
Beach on Southend seafront 
the following day, from 10am 


until 6pm

Benches unveiled at 
B-17 memorial site 


TWO benches have been 
unveiled on the American B-17 
bomber memorial ground at 
The Point, Canvey, where a 
plane crashed during the 
Second World War. 

They have been installed for 
people to sit and reflect at the 
crash site. 

A simple but moving ceremo¬ 
ny was held on Sunday to offi¬ 
cially unveil the benches. 

The B-17 Flying Fortress col¬ 


lided with another bomber on 
June 19, 1944, over the Thames 
on its way back from a raid in 
northern France. 

The crash is commemorated 
with a seawall mural and an 
information board telling the 
story of the bomber, its crew, 
the crash and the continued 
relationship with Canvey. 

During the ceremony air 
scouts read a message from 
sole survivor Dick Andrews,

who is now in his 90s. They 
also read a poem from the 
nephew of a gunner who died, 
and the eye-witness account of 
Stan Pierce who was nine years 
old at the time. 

Mayors of Canvey and Castle 
Point, Martin Tucker and 
Steven Cole, pulled American 
flags from the benches, as 
Frank Sinatra’s That Old Black 
Magic, the song one crew 
member always sang on the 
way home, was played from a 
Kindle held by Janet Penn, edi¬ 
tor of the community archive 
website, canveyisland.org. 

Rev Peter Mallinson, from St 
Anne’s Church, Canvey, 
blessed the benches, which 
were paid for by the island’s 
community archive. 

“It was a moving ceremony 
for us all,” Janet said.

THE FIRST man from Benfleet to 
die in the First World War has been 
honoured in a ceremony ahead of 
Armed Forces Day. 

Sapper Stanley Ellison has been 
immortalised after a street was 
named after him in his home town, 
as part of Castle Point’s week-long 
Armed Forces celebrations. 

Sapper Ellison was 21 when he 
was killed at the Battle of Mons on 
August 23, 1914. 

On June 20, Castle Point mayor 
Steven Cole unveiled the sign on 
the new road - Sapper Ellison Way. 

“The naming of this street will 
ensure he is not forgotten and that 
his name lives for ever,” he said. 

Also present was the Mayor’s 


chaplain, the Rev Marion Walford, 
who blessed the street. 

The party then moved to the civic 
offices in Kiln Road, where the 
mayor raised a special flag for 
Armed Forces Day as a bugler from 
Thundersley Brass Band played The 
Fast Post, watched by an enthusias¬ 
tic crowd of veterans, residents and 
children from Thundersley Junior 
School - despite heavy rain. 

A contingent of Territorial Army 
Royal Engineers were also on duty. 

The ceremonies will continue 
with a parade on Canvey Island on 
Saturday, June 25.

So once 
caught, it was released and 
quickly scurried down the sett.

Blitz on motorists who 
ignore parking penalties 


DRIVERS who ignore park¬ 
ing fines could see their cars 
towed away and face a bill to 
get them back, Southend 
Council warns. 

The council is planning a 
blitz on persistent evaders 
with three or more outstand¬ 
ing unpaid fines by taking 
their vehicles to a pound. 

It will use existing law 
against offenders who have 
multiple penalty notices. 

If such a vehicle is parked 
illegally, the council will 


issue a further notice and 
have it impounded, and the 
owner will have to pay a £105 
removal fee and £12-a-day 
storage charge. 

Tony Cox, executive coun¬ 
cillor for transport, waste and 
cleansing, said: “What this 
legislation allows us to do is 
remove vehicles that are con¬ 
sistently parked in contraven¬ 
tion of restrictions and whose 
owners consistently ignore 
their subsequent penalty 
charge notices.”

Queen Victoria set to get 
royal wash and brush-up 


THE statue of Queen Victoria on Southend’s 
Clifftown Parade is to get a little TEC. 

It will get a right royal wash and brush-up 
and was dressed in a scaffolding overcoat last 
Wednesday, ready to have a spa treatment fit 
for Britain’s second longest reigning monarch. 

“Queen Victoria’s eye-catching statue is a 
commanding presence overlooking the 
seafront,” said Ann Holland, executive council¬ 
lor for culture, tourism and economy. 

“We have a continuing programme of clean¬ 
ing and restoring monuments and war memori¬ 
als in our parks. 

“It is fitting that it is Queen Victoria’s turn to 
be perked up during the current joyful celebra¬ 
tions for the 90th birthday of our own Queen 
Elizabeth - who just this year overtook her ear¬ 
lier majesty’s longest reigning record.” 

The statue was presented to Southend by the 
then mayor, Bernard Wiltshire Tolhurst, to 
mark Queen Victoria’s Diamond Jubilee in 



1897. 

It was originally at the 
top of Pier Hill, where 
cheeky residents joked 
that it looked as if she 
was pointing towards 
the gents toilets. 

In 1962 the statue 
was moved to her pre¬ 
sent location in 
Clifftown Parade.

Special PC exposed after 
jail term for sex offence 


A VOLUNTEER police officer 
has left the force after being 
exposed as a paedophile. 

Special Constable James 
Alexander resigned earlier this 
year after being convicted of a 
sexual offence against a 14- 
year-old girl. 

The case was revealed in an 
Essex Police misconduct report 
earlier this month, but 
Alexander was granted 
anonymity and the extent of his 
offending was not detailed. 

The document said an officer 


had been involved in an “inap¬ 
propriate relationship with a 
minor”. But a Yellow 
Advertiser investigation has 
unearthed details of the offi¬ 
cer’s trial at Croydon Crown 
Court earlier this year. 

Alexander, 28, of West House 
Close, SW19, pleaded not 
guilty in March 2015 to a 
charge of causing or inciting a 
14-year-old girl to engage in 
sexual activity. He had been 
arrested a month earlier. 

The offence was not connect¬ 


ed to his work as a special con¬ 
stable. Alexander was convictec 
in April this year and resignec 
from Essex Police shortly after¬ 
wards. 

On May 6 Judge Peter Gowei 
QC sentenced the former offi¬ 
cer to 18 months in prison. 

An Essex Police spokesmar 
said: “He has resigned from hh 
position at Essex Police. 

“Anyone who has any con¬ 
cerns about his conduct whik 
serving as a special constabk 
should contact us.”

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Police feel heat of 


public complaints 


AN ESSEX police 
officer has resigned 
after admitting to 
stealing from a mem¬ 
ber of the public. 

The officer was 
given a criminal cau¬ 
tion after admitting 
the offence in 


response to a com¬ 
plaint by the victim. 

The case was among 
almost 400 complaints 
which were made 
against Essex Police in 
the first three months 
of this year. 

The allegations were 
revealed in a miscon¬ 
duct report published 
earlier this month. 

Papers showed the 
force received 343 
complaints against 
officers and a further 
41 against civilian 
staff between January 
and March this year. 

They included 25 
alleged assaults by 
officers and staff, 12 
complaints of discrim¬ 
ination, six of perjury 
or irregularity in evi¬ 
dence and one of cor¬ 


ruption. 

The report revealed 
three officers have 
been placed on 
restricted duties while 
the Independent Police 
Complaints Commis¬ 
sion (IPCC) probes 
their alleged failure to 
investigate a domestic 


violence incident or 
put proper safeguards 
in place for the victim. 

Another officer is 
under investigation by 
Essex Police’s Profes¬ 
sional Standards 
Department for 

alleged ‘fraudulent 
allowance claims’. 

Further complaints 
included 27 reports of 
unlawful detention, 12 
of oppressive conduct, 
19 of unlawful arrest 
and 189 of general 
‘failures in duty’. 

The most common 
complaint under ‘fail¬ 
ures in duty’ was that 
the force had failed to 
investigate crimes. 

The report also 
detailed complaints 
made prior to January 
which were still being 
dealt with. 

These included one 
for gross misconduct 
by allegedly submit¬ 
ting false mileage 
claims and another for 
an alleged assault. 

One officer and one 
member of staff 
received criminal cau¬ 
tions in the first quarter 
of the year for breaches 
of the Data Protection 
Act, while another offi¬ 
cer received a ‘sanc¬ 
tion’ after failing to 
identify the public risk 
posed by a suspected 
sex offender.

THE killing of Labour MP Jo 
Cox reminded me how we 
need to cherish our democracy 
and appreciate the work our 
elected MPs do. 

The media perception of 
MPs is often that they are “in 
it for themselves”, are untrust¬ 
worthy liars, and spend too 
much time in the House of 
Commons’ bars. This is false. 

When Parliament is sitting 
the hours are long and late. 

Many MPs employ their 
spouse so that they can see 
them. Politics is a rough deal 
for non-political spouses and 
Westminster has produced a 
very high number of failed 
marriages. 

When Parliament is not sit¬ 
ting most MPs work hard in 
their constituencies, but may 
travel the best part of a day to 
get there because most con¬ 
stituencies are far from 
Westminster. 

Most MPs hold a weekly 
surgery, which might be 
scheduled for two hours but 
will often run for much longer. 

No MP turns away a con¬ 
stituent in desperate need who 
has queued to see them. 

Most MPs spend hours visit¬ 
ing constituents and communi¬ 
ty groups, either to resolve 
problems, such as controver¬ 
sial planning applications, or 
because an event may require 
the MP’s presence, such as 
Remembrance Sunday. 

Most MPs have a huge work¬ 


load without the burden of act¬ 
ing as a party spokesman on a 
policy area, so many stay as 
backbenchers. 

The House of Commons is 
often empty because most 
MPs are more effective outside 
the chamber, working behind 
the scenes, meeting con¬ 
stituents, pressure groups and 
anyone who wants to bend 
their ear. 

Most people had never heard 
of Mrs Cox. She wasn’t a 
“rent-a-quote” politician 
always on TV and radio. Like 
most MPs she worked out of 
the spotlight, for her con¬ 
stituents and the causes impor¬ 
tant to her. Most MPs are peo¬ 
ple you have never heard of, 
and possibly never will. 

MPs are held in such low 
esteem in Britain but it’s not 
the cushy number many would 
have you believe. Most people 
go into politics, not to make 
money but to make a differ¬ 
ence, and change the world for 
the better. 

Mrs Cox’s death will put 
many off going into politics. It 
has become a nasty business 
where too many question their 
opponents’ motives rather than 
debate the issues. Social media 
magnifies those differences and 
gives a voice to anonymous 
contributors who abuse those 
they disagree with. 

Lor our democracy to func¬ 
tion more people will need to 
put themselves forward to 
become the MPs of the future. 

So, this week, let’s appreciate 
the good work that our elected 
MPs do.

Churchill 
would turn in 
his grave 

I WAS extremely disappointed 
at the quality of the letter you 
published in last week’s 
Yellow Advertiser. 

It was not only patronising, 
misleading and bordering on 
the hysterical. 

There were a number of 
errors of fact. No doubt, if you 
read certain newspapers, you 
might get the impression that 
the EU has a corrupt bureau¬ 
cracy where the accounts are 
not signed off by the auditors. 

This is just not the case. The 
EU was congratulated by the 
auditors on its success in iden¬ 
tifying where there had been 
some error or waste. It also 
noted that the cause of the 
waste was very often in the 
member countries and was 
very often retrievable. 

You really shouldn’t believe 
everything you read in the 
paper (with the possible excep¬ 
tion of the Yellow Advertiser, 
of course). 

It is also completely mislead¬ 
ing to suggest that commis¬ 
sioners can “make whatever 
decisions on policy they 
desire”. Decisions on policy 
are made by the Council of 
Ministers which is made up of 
elected representatives from 
each country. All decisions on 
policy are democratic. 

Commissioners work to 
implement the decisions made 
by the Council of Ministers. 

On many issues, our democ¬ 
ratic representatives have a 


veto, for example, the forma¬ 
tion of a European Army, or 
the admission of Turkey into 
the EU. 

When I am working hard to 
run my own business I very 
often find that I have to do 
things I do not want (like get¬ 
ting up early or working late). 

I have to make compromises 
and sacrifice some of my free¬ 
doms. 

I could choose to see this as 
a loss of my personal sover¬ 
eignty or I can see it as mak¬ 
ing sensible compromises in 
order to make my business 
successful in the real world. 

Let us not forget that it was 
Winston Churchill, one of the 
greatest patriots that Britain 
has ever produced, who was 
one of the visionaries that 
kick-started the development 
of the European Union. 

In 1942 he wrote: “I look 
forward to a United States of 
Europe, in which the barriers 
between the nations will be 
greatly minimised and unre¬ 
stricted travel will be possi¬ 
ble.” 

In 1947 he became the 
founder and first Chairman of 
the United Europe Movement 
and in 1948 he gave a speech 
in which he said: “We cannot 
aim at anything less than the 
Union of Europe as a whole, 
and we look forward with con¬ 
fidence to the day when that 


Union will be achieved.” 

Why was he such a passion¬ 
ate supporter of a United 
Europe? Obviously because 
he, better than anyone else, 
understood the risks connected 
with the alternative.

I don’t like them because 
a representative parliamentary 
democracy is not a mobocracy. 

For sure people’s wishes 
must be taken into account by 
their elected representatives, 
but when so many have been 
angrily wound up by the 
decades of EU dissing of a 


certain wealthy Australian/nat¬ 
uralised American newspaper 
magnate, in the main, and oth¬ 
ers who in no way have the 
best interests of the people of 
this land at heart; is it sensible 
to consult them in a state like 
this? 

Moreover, our schoolchild¬ 
ren are never taught about how 
the EU works and our newspa¬ 
pers have never historically 
discussed these workings other 
than to mock the more odd 
directives emanating from the, 
admittedly unelected civil ser¬ 
vice (aren’t they all) of the 
EU - the European 
Commission - that stands no 
chance of making it past the 
two-part legislature of the 
Council of Ministers (elected 
government ministers of each 
of the 28 nations currently 
involved in this great enter¬ 
prise) and the MEPs elected 
by a much fairer proportional 
representation than even our 
own MPs. 

And an ignorant section of 
voters does not make for 
civilised decision making in 
the nation’s interests in such a 
polarising exercise as a refer¬ 
endum. 

It makes for some very 
angry people and, it seems, the 
killing of a committed politi¬ 
cian going about her job.

country, Jamie admitted it’s 
easier to perform on stage. 

“When you’re performing 
live on stage as a magician 
it’s better because people 
can’t pause and rewind it,” 
he said. 

“Magic works because 
fundamentally you’re misdi¬ 
recting people’s attention so 
when it’s live it’s fantastic 
because you know people 
are watching you and you 
only have one chance. 

“They don’t know what 
you’re going to do so they 
don’t know where to be 
looking at what time. 

“With TV it’s amazing 
because if you just stand 
there and the camera’s 
looking at you then you can 
show people at home 
exactly what you want them 
to see. 

“The difficulty with per¬ 
forming live is that you want 
to stage it so that everybody 
can see everything, so even 
the person at the back of 
the room can see what the 
person at the front is seeing. 

“That brings its own chal¬ 
lenges; if you’re doing 
something that’s not suit¬ 
able for a screen you’ve got 
to stage it and light it so that 
everybody can see every¬ 
thing.” 

While a lot of work goes 
into putting together a solo 
tour, there are pre and post¬ 
show rituals that Jamie 
admits to. 

He said: “Post-show I like 


to pack everything up. I also 
get changed as soon as I 
can. 

“If I’m wearing a suit or 
something, I don’t find it 
very comfortable. 

“I wear suits because they 
look smart but I like to get 
changed as quickly as I can 
after a show. 

“Before a show, I don’t 
have OCD or anything, but 
I’m always checking all the 
props. 

“If, for example, I’m doing 
a trick with some 
envelopes. I’ll check them 
and I’ll check them again. 

“I’ll go away for five min¬ 
utes, check them again and 
I know they’re fine but I’ve 
got this thing in me where 
up until literally the second 
before I’m going to go on. 
I’ll check the envelopes are 
in the right order in my 
pocket, so when I pull them 
out they’re the right way 
round. 

“I’ll check them in the 
dressing room and they’re 
fine. 

“I’ll check them when I get 
downstairs and they’re fine 
and, as if some fairy might 
have gone into my pocket 
and switched them around. 
I’ll do another check.”

The central concept is not original 
but there’s an infectious charm to 
every shiny frame of Renaud and 
Cheney’s well-groomed picture, which 
mercilessly exploits our affection for 
the critters that share our homes. 

Katie (voiced by Ellie Kemper) lives in 
her Manhattan apartment with a mis¬ 
chievous terrier named Max (Louis Cl^. 

He is good friends with other domesti¬ 
cated animals and birds including a 
pampered Eskimo dog named Gidget

in love with Max, and a sardonic house 
cat named Chloe (Lake Bell), who nur¬ 
tures a healthy disdain for anything that 


doesn’t enrich her selfish existence. 

Max’s bond with Katie is threatened 
when his owner brings home a lollop¬ 
ing mongrel named Duke (Eric 
Stonestreet), who she has saved from 
the pound.

The Secret Life Of Pets is the brain¬ 
child of the makers of Despicable Me 
and Minions, and retains a similar visual 
style and family-friendly humour. 

Behavioural tics of each breed are 
mercilessly exploited for slapstick 
laughs and co-directors Renaud and 
Cheney maintain a brisk trot to ensure 
young audiences don’t go for walkies 
in the middle of the film.

The sanctuary in Buttsbury, 
near Ingatestone, has announced 
the popular days will return dur¬ 
ing the holidays and will run every 
Wednesday during August. 

Suitable for boys and girls, 
aged nine and over, the days are 
ideal for those who love being 
around horses and ponies or are 
thinking of getting one. 

Each child will be “loaned” a 
pony during the events and enjoy 
fun throughout the day, while 
picking up tips and information 
about everything from making up 
a feed and grooming a pony, to 
turning the animal out into the 
field and cleaning its stable. 


Places on all the days, which 
cost £45 per person, are limited 
so make sure you book your 
place in advance as soon as pos¬ 
sible. 

All money raised from the pony 
days goes back into the sanctu¬ 
ary, which had to cancel two vital 
fundraising events recently due 
to wet weather.

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N ew research 
has revealed 
that as a 

community-minded 
region, we embrace 
small local charities 
and groups, as well 
as the charitable 
services they pro¬ 
vide. 

The findings, 
released to celebrate 
last week’s Small 
Charity Week, found 
that 87 per cent of 
those that have sup¬ 
ported a local charity 
in the last year, did so 
by purchasing an item 
from a charity shop. 

The UK-wide poll of 
2,000 people, carried 
out by OnePoll on 
behalf of specialist 
charity insurance bro¬ 
ker PolicyBee, found 
that other forms of getting involved 
and supporting local charities 
included 33 per cent of people 
attending a charity event, 27 per 
cent volunteering, and 19 per cent 



of people donating 
online. 

Overall, many 
Brits feel there is a 
strong connection 
between charity 
and local communi¬ 
ty, with almost 50 
per cent of those 
that volunteer 
locally, choosing to 
do so simply to 
“give back to their 
communities”. 

Findings also 
showed that the 
younger genera¬ 
tion of 25 to 34- 
year-olds lead the 
way when it 
comes to commu¬ 
nity spirit, with 48 
per cent of those 
that have ever vol¬ 
unteered stating 
they volunteer to 
give back to their community, with 
11 per cent doing so to feel a part 
of their community. 

The research also illustrates the 
different perceptions that the pub¬ 
lic has of the concept of charity. 

When asked what the word char¬ 
itable meant to them, 73 per cent 
believe it means giving up your 
time or money to someone in need, 
60 per cent believe it means giving 
food or other aid, 55 per cent stat¬ 
ed it is using your skills for a good 
cause and 39 per cent said it is 
spreading knowledge of worthy 
causes and people in need.

A NEW race-bred Mini is about to 
hit UK streets as a strictly limited 
edition model. 

Called the Mini John Cooper 
Works Challenge, it is based on 
the fiery Mini JCW Hatch variant 
but adds some upgrades to make 
it more track focused. 

The Challenge bit refers to the 
racing series that has been run¬ 
ning since 2002. 

And with that in mind the Mini 
development team in Oxford has 
worked with the racing car’s key 
suppliers to ensure the newcomer 
“delivers bespoke track perfor¬ 
mance to levels never before 
seen in the small hot hatch 
class”. 

Limited to a maximum of 100 
cars, the model features a unique 
colour combination and graphics, 
genuine Mini JCW Pro 
Accessories, and is available in 
one fixed specification only with a 
tab of £32,000. 

The new special edition uses 
the latest Mini John Cooper 
Works Hatch as its basis - itself 
the most potent Mini ever pro¬ 
duced - and is powered by a 2.0-
